the subsequent compounding of these sub- 
stances may be done without tlio payment of 
another tax, as roctifyers ore permitted to 
compound spirits on which tho tax has boon 
paid by exchanging the original stamps for 
others of similar denominations, and by re- 
funding so much of the tax as is paid ou such 
of tho oioo, etc,, as ia used for lubricating 
purposes or in the arts and sciences. H 
also urges tho importance of taxing tho pro*
